What happened to the trees? 

Is loss of 60-year-old pin oaks the price for saving 
county’s 100-year-old courthouse?

A total of 63 high school stu- 
dents and young adults attended 
a pair of community -building fo- 
rums hosted by the Morgan 
County Chamber of Commerce 
and the Lexington-based New 
Cities Institute on March 24. 

The high school session was 
9:30-10:30 a.m. at Morgan 
County High School, while the 
young adult session was 6-8 p.m. 
at the Morehead State University 
at West Liberty campus. 

The events - work sessions 
designed to develop a visionary 
plan for the community’s future 
- were facilitated by New Cities 
Institute Business Development 
Director Tad Long. 

These economic development 
efforts are funded with a $10,000 
grant from Berea’s Brushy Fork 
Institute through the Appalachian 
Regional Commission, which 
provides training for community 
leaders and administers $280,000 
in Flex-E grants to Kentucky’s 
distressed Appalachian counties. 

Forum Highlights 

The high school student and 
young adult forums utilized a 
group discussion format, in 
which participants compared 
ideas regarding the community’s 
strengths and weaknesses - simi- 
lar to the introductory New Cit- 
ies event held on Jan. 22. 

“Young people want to be in- 
volved with their communities,” 
Long said. “However, they often 
feel that they don’t count, and 
that their opinions don’t matter. 
These forums present an oppor- 
tunity for them to voice their 
hopes and concerns.” 

Approximately 49 MCHS 
juniors and seniors participated 
in the high school forum. Four- 
teen 20- and 30-somethings par- 
ticipated in the young adult fo- 
rum, including East Valley El- 
ementary School Principal 
Tommy Potter, a candidate for 
the position of superintendent of 
schools. 

The forums yielded similar 
results, with participants naming 
Morgan County’s small town en- 
vironment, security and people as 
community assets. Additional 
strengths named in the young 
adult forum included the area’s 
natural beauty, cultural heritage 
and tradition of volunteerism. 

Both groups agreed that com- 
munity weaknesses include the 
lack of job opportunities for 
people with college degrees, in- 
adequate infastructure and edu- 
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cational facilities, insufficient 
youth activities and institutional 
cronyism. 

Participants in both forums 
also listed the county’s dry sta- 
tus as a weakness and voiced the 
opinion that local governments 
should permit a vote on alcohol 
sales to attract businesses and 
generate tax revenue. 

Cited at the high school forum 
as a detraction to the community 
was a California-based website 
that hosts discussion boards for 
cities across the United States, in- 
cluding West Liberty. Opera- 
tional for West Liberty since the 
summer of 2008, the site has be- 
come a repository for scurrilous 
postings by anonymous individu- 
als spouting innuendos, rumors, 
and filth, raising libel and privacy 
issues. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
also termed the site a “threat to 
the community” during the Jan. 
22 New Cities meeting.

Law reduces 
exorbitant tax 
lien charges 

House Bill 262, passed by the 
2009 General Assembly and 
signed by the governor, is de- 
signed to restrict exorbitant fees 
and penalties placed on delin- 
quent property tax bills pur- 
chased by speculators. 

The law, which also transfers 
responsibility for selling delin- 
quent tax liens from the county 
sheriff to the county clerk’s of- 
fice, gives delinquent tax payers 
until more time to pay the bills 
before they can be purchased by 
third parties. The bill also re- 
quires additional notification to 
property owners that their tax 
bills are delinquent. Letters now 
must be sent to property owners 
after 30 days and then after 60 
days if delinquent bills are still 
not paid. 

While the law transfers the 
responsibility for selling delin- 
quent tax bills from sheriffs to 
county clerks, this change will 
not become effective in Morgan 
County until 2010. The other pro- 
visions of the law become effec- 
tive this year. 

The new law also severely 
limits the amount of fees third 
parties can charge on the tax bills 
they purchase and prohibits the 
sale of tax liens to any third party 
if the county has set up a payment 
plan that is currently being met 
or if the property is involved in 
litigation. 

Third party purchasers of 
property tax liens still may 
charge the same 12 percent an- 
nual interest rate counties would 
charge on delinquent payments 
plus attorneys’ fees. 

During the past two years, in- 
vestment companies have bought 
over $460,000 worth of unpaid 
property taxes in Morgan County,

Efforts by the local oversight 
committee for the county’s pro- 
posed justice center to convince 
the state Administrative Office of 
the Courts (AOC) to include the 
current courthouse as an adjunct 
to the new $18 million facility 
may not have fallen on deaf ears 
in Frankfort. 

Tuesday night, workmen re- 
moved the stately pin oak trees 
that have stood around the Mor- 
gan County Courthouse for over 
60 years. 

Numerous proposals over the 
years to cut the trees had been 
shelved because of widespread 



Agencies say added 
funds will allow more

Some of the earliest visible 
impacts of the federal economic 
stimulus plan will start appear- 
ing in Eastern Kentucky May 1 . 
That’s when a small army of 
young workers will begin offer- 
ing their services to area busi- 
nesses and agencies. 



The Social Security Adminis- 
tration has announced that the 
federal government will send out 
$250 economic recovery pay- 
ments to people who receive So- 
cial Security and Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) benefits 
beginning in early May 2009 and 
continuing throughout the 
month. 

No action is required to get the 
payment, which will be sent 
separately from the person’s 
regular monthly payment. 

The American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act of 2009 pro- 
vides for a one-time payment of 
$250 to adult Social Security 
beneficiaries, and to SSI recipi- 



opposition from county resi- 
dents, and local officials said they 
were flooded with phone calls 
from outraged citizens disturbed 
by the noise and demanding to 
know what was going on.

As part of the Federal Ameri- 
can Recovery and Reinvestment 
Act, Eastern Kentucky Concen- 
trated Employment Program, 
Inc., (EKCEP) will work with 
Community Action Agencies 
(CAAs) in 23 Eastern Kentucky 
counties to put an estimated 
3,000 young workers between 
the ages of 16-24 in summer jobs. 

The program will pump $6 
million into Eastern Kentucky’s 
economy, by paying the wages of 



ents, except those receiving Med- 
icaid in care facilities. To receive 
the payment, the individual must 
be eligible for Social Security or 
SSI during the months of No- 
vember 2008, December 2008 or 
January 2009. 

The legislation also provides 
a one-time payment to Veterans 
Affairs (VA) and Railroad Retire- 
ment Board (RRB) beneficiaries. 
The VA and RRB will be respon- 
sible for paying individuals un- 
der their respective programs. 
However, if someone receives 
Social Security and SSI, VA or 
RRB benefits, he or she will re- 
ceive only one $250 payment.

away, that a workman apparently 
let slip that removal of the trees 
was necessary to prepare the site 
for a new courthouse. 

A Forestry Service spokes- 
man, contacted Wednesday 
morning, pled ignorance of any 
blight, but said the agency had 
acted on reports from the AOC 
that the trees were old and a dan- 
ger to the public and also pre- 
sented a maintenance problem 
because of their close proximity 
to the 100-year-old courthouse. 
The spokesman said the trees did 
show signs of weakness and that

the young workers from eco- 
nomic stimulus funds. 

“We see this as a fantastic op- 
portunity for young people, busi- 
nesses and public agencies,” said 
Owen Grise, deputy director of 
EKCER “Both the private and 
public sector will get to under- 
take projects they might not oth- 
erwise have had the manpower 
for, and young people get to earn 
decent summer wages and learn 
marketable workplace skills.” 

The area served by the Gate- 
way Community Action Agency 
(GCAA), which includes 
Menifee and Morgan counties, 
will receive approximately 
$250,000 and an estimated 127 
summer jobs. 

The available stimulus money 
will supercharge already existing 
Workforce Investment Act 
(WIA) summer work experience 
programs for economically dis- 
advantaged youth. EKCEP over- 
sees these WIA programs, which 
are provided by the nine CAAs 
EKCEP works with in its 23 
counties, including GCAA. 

In all, EKCEP estimates that 
2,100 young people who are still 
in school and 900 young people 
who are no longer in school will 
be able to take part in six-week 
work experience placements with 
businesses, public agencies, gov-

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Buy-in waiver extension OK’d for 
2008 Disaster Assistance programs 



LEXINGTON, Ky., March 26 
— Robert W. Finch, Acting State 
Executive Director of USDA’s 
Farm Service Agency in Ken- 
tucky announced today that pro- 
ducers who did not obtain crop 
insurance or Non-insured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Program 
(NAP) coverage for 2008 can 
pay a buy-in fee through May 18, 
2009, to become eligible for 
2008 disaster assistance pro- 
grams authorized by the Food, 
Conservation, and Energy Act of 
2008. 

“Producers have an additional 
opportunity to become eligible 
for several programs if they suf- 
fered 2008 agricultural losses 
due to natural disaster,” Finch 
said. 

Producers who have not al- 
ready taken the necessary steps 
to become eligible for the 
Supplemental Revenue Assis- 
tance Program (SURE), Emer- 
gency Assistance for Livestock, 
Honeybees, and Farm-Raised 
Fish (ELAP), and the Tree As- 
sistance Program (TAP) are re- 
quired to complete the following 
steps by May 18, 2009: 

•Pay a $100 buy-in fee per 
crop. The maximum fee is $300 
per county, per producer, not to 
exceed $900 for multi-county 
producers. 

•In the case of each insurable 
crop, excluding grazing land, 
agree to obtain a policy or plan 



of insurance for the next insur- 
ance year for which crop insur- 
ance is available; coverage level 
should equal 70 percent or more 
of the yield at 100 percent of the 
price. 

•In the case of each 
noninsurable crop, agree to file 
the required paperwork and pay 
the applicable administrative 
NAP coverage fee by the appli- 
cable state application closing 
date for the next available year. 

NOTE: The buy-in waiver 
does not apply to the Livestock 
Forage Disaster Program (LFP). 

Producers who choose to buy 
in under this provision will be 
considered, for insured crops, to 
have obtained a policy or plan of 
insurance for the 2008 crop year 
at a level of coverage not to ex- 
ceed 70 percent of the yield at 
100 percent of the price. For 
noninsurable crops, producers 
will be considered to have a level 
of coverage equal to 70 percent 
of the yield. These levels of cov- 
erage will be used to calculate the 
2008 SURE guarantee. 

Producers who meet the defi- 
nition of “Socially Disadvan- 
taged, Limited Resource,” or 
“Beginning Farmer or Rancher,” 
are not required to pay the buy- 
in fee.

More fed funds for

emment agencies and community 
works projects beginning around 
May 1. The program will con- 
tinue at least until the end of Sep- 
tember. 

Young people must meet fed- 
erally mandated income guide- 
lines to be eligible to participate. 
Young people who are interested 
in signing up and employers who 
want to take part may visit http:/ 
Avww.letsgo2work.org to find 
out more. 

Let’s Go 2 Work will provide 
its workers with some guidance 
on topics like how to get along 
with co-workers, the importance 
of being punctual and how to 
dress and act at work before send- 
ing them to employers. While 
they are working, Let’s Go 2 
Work staff will also closely moni- 
tor their progress and make sure 
they live up to the standards of 
the program. 

It is an ambitious project, 
Grise said, and it is one that needs 
community support to succeed. 

“We need young people who 
want to work and businesses and 
agencies who want to let them,” 
he said. “This project will be a 
boon to Eastern Kentucky, but we 
have to have participation from 
all parties for it to succeed.” 

Grise said the effects of the 
stimulus money go further than 
just benefits to the businesses and 
young workers directly involved. 
The money Let’s Go 2 Work pays 
its workers will be spent in local 
eateries and stores, circulating 
through and further stimulating 
the local economy. 

GCAA officials said they were 
happy to partner with EKCEP in 
Let’s Go 2 Work. 

“We think it’s a wonderful 
opportunity for all the young 
people who want to work to get 
to work,” said Pat Motley, 
Gateway’s WIA director. 

Motley said that in the past the 
funding was not available to 
place all the young people who 
wanted to participate in summer 
work experience in jobs. With the 
additional money, however, 
many more young people who 
want to work will be able to. 

She said Gateway is already 
getting a “great response” from 
the business community and 
other agencies where they young 
people may work. 

It helps that Gateway can as- 
sure the businesses that the young 
people will be well-supervised by 
site monitors Gateway plans to 
hire to check up on and make sure 
the work is being done at the 
workplaces. 

Motley said she thinks the ad- 
ditional money being put into the 
young people’s pockets will ulti- 
mately have a positive effect on 
the economy. 

One Morgan County agency 
that Gateway has sent numerous 
work experience participants to 
in the past, 2 1st 1 Century Learn- 
ing Centers, is very excited about 
the planned program expansion. 

Keith Holbrook, the 
organization’s program director, 
said 2 1st 1 Century Learning Cen- 
ters has been very happy with its 
partnership with Gateway so far. 

“They’re always there willing 
to help,” he said. 

His agency provides after- 
school academic enrichment pro- 
grams, including reading pro- 
grams and tutoring, in Morgan 
County’s elementary, middle and 
high schools. Gateway work ex- 
perience workers have been em- 
ployed there in both the summer 
and school year as peer teachers/ 
mentors or group leaders. 

Those work experience peer 
teachers/mentors have been very 
helpful in getting through to some 
of the students with academic 
problems, he said, adding he can 
think of some students who 
would have failed if not for the 
young workers ability to reach 
them. 

Holbrook said he felt the up- 
coming Let’s Go 2 Work expan- 
sion of the program will be a 
good thing for the community as 
a whole. 

“It’s going to help the 
economy and help the students,” 
he said.

Social Security 
Tax Tips 

Shakespeare wrote, “Beware 
the Ides of March,” but that was 
before tax day found a resting 
place on April 15 of each year. Let 
us help you be aware of some 
Social Security tax tips by an- 
swering some of the most com- 
mon questions we receive about 
taxes and Social Security. 

Question: Are Social Secu- 
rity benefits taxable? 

Answer : Sometimes. About 
one third of beneficiaries pay 
taxes on their Social Security. If 
your total income, including So- 
cial Security and all of your other 
taxable income, is $ 25,000 or 
more, you will need to pay fed- 
eral taxes on your benefits. That 
amount is $32,000 for married 
couples filing a joint return. 

Question: Will I get a tax 
form for my Social Security 
benefits? 

Answer: Yes, and you should 
have already received it. Social 
Security Benefit Statements 
( Form SSA-1099) for tax year 
2008 were mailed to beneficiaries 
and should have bene received by 
Jan. 31, 2009. If you receive So- 
cial Security and have not re- 
ceivedyour 1099, you can request 



one online at http:// 
secure, ssa. gov/apps6z/H099/ 
mail.html. 

Question: We had a baby in 
2008. Do we need a Social Se- 
curity number for our taxes? 

Answer: Yes. Most parents ap- 
ply for their baby's Social Secu- 
rity number while still in the hos- 
pital at the same time they apply 
for the birth certificate. But if you 
didn't, you will need to apply for 
your child's Social Security num- 
ber in order to claim the child as 
a dependent on your tax return. 
You will also need it if you ever 
apply for government benefits on 
behalf of the child or your fam- 
ily. 

Question: I changed my 
name when I got married last 
year. Do I need to report it to 
Social Security? 

Answer: Yes. If you 've legally 
changed your name due to mar- 
riage, divorce, court order or for 
any other reason, make sure you 
change your name with Social 
Security. Make sure you change 
your name with your employer as 
well. If you change with one 
source but not the other, it could 
cause your earnings to be im- 
properly recorded. You can learn 
more about Social Security num- 
bers and how to change your 
name in Social Security 's records 
at www.socialsecurity.gov/ 
ssnumber.

Lawsuits filed in 
fiery crash that 
claimed three 

PAINTSVILLE — Lawsuits 
have been filed after a February 
fiery vehicle crash on U.S. 460 
in Johnson County claimed the 
lives of three men. 

A suit was filed on behalf of 
William Anthony Patrick by 
John Kirk Law Firm and a sepa- 
rate complaint for Dustin 
Rodriguez and Daniel 
Pennington has been filed by 
Johnson Law Firm of Pikeville. 

Both complaints name Rick 
Brown as a defendant as well as 
the Pepsi Bottling Group, Inc. 
Both complaints suggest that 
Brown was driving recklessly. 

“Defendant Brown operated 
the said Pepsi vehicle in such a 
reckless and negligent fashion as 
to cause the said truck to cross 
the west-bound line of t ravel and 
to violently crash into and col- 
lide with the vehicle,” John Kirk 
says in his complaint. 

According to the complaints, 
Brown was an employee and 
working as an agent of the com- 
pany at the time of the collision. 

Both complaints seek com- 
pensation for damages incurred 
as well as punitive awards. 

State Police said a semi-truck 
trailer, owned by East Kentucky 
Bottling, being driven by Brown 
was traveling east- bound on 
U.S. 460 near Paints ville when 
it collided with a pickup truck 
driven by Rodriguez, of Oil 
Springs. Police said the collision 
occurred in the west-bound lane. 

Upon collision, the pickup 
reportedly burst into flames and 



one of the victims was ejected 
from the pickup. All three occu- 
pants of the pickup were pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. 

Brown was transported to Paul 
B. Hall Medical Center, where he 
was treated and released. 

A statement released along 
with the complaint from Kirk 
Law Firm stated: 

“The reason for filing this le- 
gal action at this time, rather than 
later, is to set the record straight, 
to nail down the truth by investi- 
gation of the facts while they are 
available and preserve evidence 
in order to put an end to the mis- 
information and rumors that are 
out there in some places regard- 
ing this horrible tragedy.”

The format, con- 
tent and mailing procedures will 
not be changed unless we can im- 
prove on the delivery system. 

The newspaper column with 
the same title, “Seeds from the 
Sower,” that is published in over 
1,500 newspaper will also con- 
tinue to be sent in the same man- 
ner as it always has been. 



Farmers will have 
to inform IRS to get 
ag pgm. payments 

March 21 — Farmers will have 
to authorize the Internal Revenue 
Service to give their income data 
to the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture in order to receive federal 
payments, in response to an inves- 
tigation that found almost $50 
million went to ineligible recipi- 
ents last year. 

Some farm programs limit pay- 
ments to farm operators with in- 
comes above certain levels, and 
“The 2008 Farm Bill prohibits 
payments to anyone with a taxable 
non-farm income greater than 
$500,000,” notes Bob Meyer of 
Brownfield Network. USD A told 
the Government Accountability 
Office last year that it couldn’t 
guarantee the rules were being 
followed because it didn’t have 
access to income information. A 
GAO audit found that at least 
2,702 farmers got subsidies from 
2003 to 2006 even though they 
made more than the former in- 
come limit of $2.5 million. 

“Beginning with the 2009 crop 
year and for all successive years, 
USD A will require producers to 
sign a form granting IRS the au- 
thority to provide income infor- 
mation to USD A for verification 
purposes,” Meyer reports, quoting 
a USD A spokeswoman as saying 
that the Farm Service Agency 
won’t get actual tax data and will 
obey the Privacy Act.
